INTRODUCTION 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Dixon  Association  held  in  Jan¬ 
uary,  1926,  it  was  felt  bv  the  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion  that  they  should  have  some  concise  record  of  their 
ancestors,  in  a  pamphlet  devoted  exclusively  to  them. 
A  Committee  was  therefore  appointed  to  gather  data 
from  the  various  and  voluminous  works  concerning  the 
members  of  the  family,  and  relating  to  the  histories  of 
the  towns  of  Stonington,  Conn.,  and  Westerly,  R.  I., 
and  to  put  this  information  into  a  form  suitable  for 
distribution  to  the  members. 

The  Committee  has,  accordingly,  gathered  together 
as  complete  a  list  of  the  ancestors  of  Courtlandt 
Palmer  Dixon  and  his  wife,  Hannah  Elizabeth  Wil¬ 
liams  as  is  possible  to  obtain  from  the  records  at  their 
command,  and  the  first  part  of  this  book  is  devoted  to 
this  list  with  brief  biographies.  The  system  which  we 
have  followed  in  outlining  the  various  branches  of  the 
families  is  to  begin  with  the  earliest  ancestor  we  can 
trace  and  to  carry  the  direct  line  down,  by  generations 
to  the  daughter  who  married  the  Dixon  or  Williams 
ancestor. 

The  second  part  is  devoted  to  a  list  of  the  descend¬ 
ants  of  Courtlandt  Palmer  Dixon  and  Hannah  Eliza¬ 
beth  Williams  showing  their  marriages. 

In  presenting  these  results  of  its  labors  the  Com¬ 
mittee  realizes  that  its  task  is  by  no  means  completed 
and  that,  while  every  effort  has  been  made  to  make 
the  facts  as  accurate  as  possible,  there  is  still  much 
room  for  additional  information.  It  is  hoped  that  at 

some  future  date  some  family  historian  will  write  the

complete  story  and  if  this  book  can  serve  as  a  basis 
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for  such  a  work  and  teach  us  all  something  of  what 
we  owe  to  our  ancestors  it  will  have  justified  its 
existence.

I.  — JOHN  DICKSONE.  Born  1567  (?)  ;  died  1625  in 

Busby,  County  Lanarkshire,  about  20  miles 
northeast  of  Irvine. 

A  wealthy  merchant  of  the  Trongate  in  Glasgow. 

II. — REV.  DAVID  DICKSON.  Born  1583  in  Glasgow; 

died  1663  in  Irvine.  Married  Margaret  Rob- 
erton,  daughter  of  Archibald  Roberton  of  Stone- 
hall. 

Studied  at  the  University  of  Glasgow.  Instructor  of 
philosophy  there.  Ordained  minister  in  parish  of  Irv¬ 
ine,  Ayrshire,  1618.  Member  general  assembly,  1638. 
Chaplain  to  Ayreshire  regiment  during  campaign  1639. 
Moderator  of  General  Assembly,  Edinburgh,  1639. 
Appointed  professor  of  Divinity  in  University  of  Glas¬ 
gow,  1640.  Co-author  of  “The  Sum  of  Saving  Knowl¬ 
edge. M  Elected  to  Divinity  Chair,  University  of  Edin¬ 
burgh,  1650.  Moderator  of  General  Assembly  in  1653 
when  it  was  dispersed  by  Cromwell.  Wrote  words  of 
Episcopal  hymn  book  version  of  “Mother  dear  Jerusa¬ 
lem.  ”  Ejected  from  professorship  in  Edinburgh,  1660, 
for  refusing  to  take  oath  of  supremacy.

III.— ROBERT  DICKSON.  Born  1630  in  Irvine,  Ayr¬ 
shire;  died  1700  in  Province  Ulster,  Ireland. 
Settled  in  Ulster  1666.  Married,  about  1670, 
Priscilla  Kennedy,  daughter  of  Hugh  Kennedy. 
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IV.  — -JOHN  DIXSON.  Born  1679  in  Ulster;  died 

March  6,  1759,  in  Killingly,  Conn.;  buried  at 
Oneco,  now  Sterling,  Conn.  Married  August  7, 
1741,  by  Rev.  Samuel  Dorrance,  Janet  Kennedy, 
died  1796  or  1797  at  V oluntown. 

Came  to  America  in  1719  and  settled  first  in  Boston. 
In  the  spring  of  1720  he  and  Charles  Campbell  bought 
land  of  Ceasar  Sachem  and  Ben  Ouaneco,  a  chief 
of  the  Mohican  tribe  of  Indians  at  New  London  and  in 
subsequent  years,  bought  other  lands.  In  1724  he 
moved  from  New  London  to  Colchester  and  in  1726 
back  to  New  London.  December  7,  1727,  he  moved 
to  Voluntown,  Conn.,  where  he  was  elected  selectman 
of  town.  In  1729  he  presided  as  moderator  and  was 
elected  first  townsman.  At  the  first  town  meeting 
held  in  the  New  Meeting  House,  December  22,  1731, 
he  was  chosen  townsman  and  surveyor  of  highways. 
May  12th,  1737,  he  was  appointed  one  of  three  agents 
or  attorneys  for  the  town.  He  was  still  moderator  in 
1740.  Representative  of  General  Assembly  1743- 
1746.  He  moved  to  Killingly,  1747.

V.  — WILLIAM  DIXON.  Born  April  5,  1748,  in  South 

Killingly,  Conn.;  died  Oct.  23,  1809,  at  Plain- 
field,  Wyndham  County,  Conn.  Married,  Sep¬ 
tember  10,  1772,  at  Stonington,  Conn.,  Priscilla 
Denison,  born  August  19,  1754;  died  September 
24,  1842,  at  Westerly,  R.  I. 

Admitted  to  Bar  1771.  Moved  to  Plainfield  March. 
1776,  where  he  was  the  first  resident  lawyer.  Ap¬ 
pointed  Justice  of  the  Peace  1779  which  office  he  held 
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until  his  death.  October  17,  1781,  appointed  by  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  and  commissioned  by  Governor  Trum¬ 
bull,  Captain  of  the  first  company  in  the  “Alarm  List” 
of  the  21st  regiment  of  Connecticut  militia.  Repre¬ 
sentative  to  General  Assembly,  1782,  1785,  1789,  1796, 
1797,  1799,  1801.

VI.  — NATHAN  FELLOWS  DIXON.  Born  December 

13,  1774,  in  Plainfield,  Conn.;  died  January  29, 
1842;  buried  at  Westerly,  R.  I.  Married,  Jan¬ 
uary  14,  1804,  Elizabeth  Palmer,  Born  August 
16,  1778. 

Fitted  for  college  at  the  Plainfield  Academy  (open¬ 
ed  during  the  Revolution  and  incorporated  in  1784  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  Connecticut,  the  third  school 
in  the  state).  Graduated  with  honors  in  1799  from 
Rhode  Island  College  (now  Brown  University).  Ad¬ 
mitted  to  Bar  in  1801.  Practiced  in  New  London 
County.  Moved  to  Westerly,  R.  I.,  1802.  Admitted  to 
Bar  there.  Representative  to  General  Assembly  in 
Rhode  Island  from  1813-1840.  President  of  Washing¬ 
ton  Bank  of  Westerly  1829-1842.  Elected  United 
States  Senator  from  Rhode  Island  1839.  Died  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  Funeral  services  in  Senate  Cham¬ 
ber.

VII. — COURTLANDT  PALMER  DIXON.  Born  June 

23,  1817,  in  Westerly,  R.  I.;  died  June  5,  1883, 
at  345  Clinton  Ave.,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. ;  buried  at 
Stonington,  Conn.  Married,  September  9,  1841, 
at  Stonington,  Conn.,  Hannah  Elizabeth  Wil¬ 
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liams,  born  November  16,  1817 ;  died  November 
30,  1888,  in  New  York  City. 

Was  educated  at  school  in  Westerly,  Stonington  and 
the  Colchester  Academy.  In  1833  he  went  to  New 
York  City  and  entered  the  hardware  store  of  his  uncle, 
Courtlandt  Palmer,  on  Pearl  Street.  Subsequently  be¬ 
came  identified  with  the  Dix  Island  Granite  Company 
which  furnished  the  granite  used  in  the  construction  of 
the  newer  parts  of  the  U.  S.  Treasury  in  Washington, 
the  Custom  House  at  Charleston,  S.  C.,  the  Custom 
House  at  New  Orleans,  La.,  and  the  Post  Office  Build¬ 
ing  in  New  York  (now  the  City  Hall  Branch),  and  the 
Post  Office  in  Philadelphia.  Moved  to  Brooklyn  in 
1848.  Funeral  services  at  the  Clinton  Avenue  Con¬ 
gregational  Church,  Brooklyn.

DENISON 

I.  — WILLIAM  DENISON.  Born  1586  in  England; 

died  January  25,  1653,  at  Roxbury,  Mass. 

Married,  Margaret  .  .  .  ,  died  February  23,  1645, 
at  Roxbury,  Mass. 

Came  to  America  in  1631  in  the  “Lion.”  Deacon  of 
Roxbury  church,  a  man  of  liberal  education. 

II.  — -CAPTAIN  GEORGE  DENISON.  Born  1618  in 
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England;  died  October  23,  1694,  at  Hartford, 
Conn.,  where  he  is  buried.  Married,  1645,  Anne 
Borodel,  born  1615,  in  Corsica;  died  September 
26,  1712,  at  Stonington,  Conn.  The  daughter 
of  John  Borodel;  educated  in  France. 

After  the  death  of  his  tirst  wife  (Bridget  Thomp¬ 
son)  in  1643  he  returned  to  England  and  served  under 
Cromwell  in  the  Army  of  Parliament.  He  won  dis¬ 
tinction  and  was  wounded  at  Naseby.  He  was  nursed 
at  the  house  of  John  Borodel  by  his  daughter  Ann 
whom  he  married  in  1645.  They  returned  to  Roxburv 
and  in  1651  were  granted  a  house  lot  on  what  is  now 
Hempstead  Street,  New  London,  Conn.  He  was  a 
member  of  committee  to  draw  up  first  tax  list  for  town 
in  1653  and  was  employed  in  various  offices  of  trust 
and  honor  as  deputy  to  General  Court  and  Commis¬ 
sioner.  A  memorial  tablet  to  Anne  was  erected  at 
Mystic,  Conn.  They  were  both  remarkable  for  mag¬ 
nificent  personal  appearance  and  for  force  of  mind 
and  character.  She  was  always  called  “Lady  Ann.” 
They  held  a  foremost  place  in  Stonington.  He  has 
been  described  as  the  Miles  Standish  of  the  settlement, 
but  he  was  a  greater  and  more  brilliant  soldier  than 
Miles  Standish.  He  had  no  equal  in  any  of  the  colonies 
for  conducting  a  war  against  the  Indians,  excepting 
perhaps  Captain  John  Mason.  He  was  first  repre¬ 
sentative  from  Stonington  to  General  Court  at  Hart¬ 
ford  and  a  Deacon  of  the  First  Church  in  Roxbury.  He 
came  to  this  country  in  1631  with  his  father  and 
brothers  and  John  Elliott  (the  apostle  to  the  Indians) 
who  was  his  tutor.

The  marriage  contract  or  deed  of  settlement  be¬ 
tween  his  parents  and  Phoebe  Lay’s  is  recorded  at 
Saybrook.  By  it  they  were  granted  the  farm  granted 
to  Captain  George  Denison  near  the  mouth  of  the 
Mystic  River  in  Stonington,  and  the  house  and  land  in 
Saybrook  which  Mr.  Lay  had  formerly  bought  of  John 
Post.  This  deed  was  witnessed  by  the  Reverend  Simon 
Bradstreet  and  Ann  Denison  Junior.  They  settled  at 
Stonington  where  he  was  known  as  Captain  John  and 
in  many  ways  was  a  man  of  mark. 

Robert  Lay  was  born  1617  and  died  July  9,  1689 
He  was  at  Lynn  1638.  Moved  to  Saybrook  about  1647 
where  he  was  a  large  landowner.  Freeman  1657. 
Deputy  to  General  Court  1666  and  1678.  Buried  at 
Essex,  Conn.  His  wife,  Sarah  Fenner  (Tully)  came  to 
America  in  1646. 

IV.  — WILLIAM  DENISON.  Born  April  7,  1677;  died 

January  30,  1730.  Married,  1698,  Mary  Avery, 
born  November  14,  1680;  died  1762. 
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V — WILLIAM  DENISON.  Born  1705;  died  January 
29,  1760.  Married,  January  30,  1732,  Hannah 
Burrows,  born  January  23,  1709;  died  January 
5,  1737. 

VI. — HANNAH  DENISON.  Born  December  25,  1736; 
died  December  10,  1775.  Married,  November 
10,  1757,  Dr.  Charles  Phelps,  born  September 
22,  1732;  died  January  11,  1808. 

HI.— (2)— ANN  DENISON.  Born  May  20,  1649,  at 
Roxbury,  Mass.;  died  1694.  Married,  Novem¬ 
ber  28,  1667,  to  Deacon  Gershom  Palmer,  died 
September  27,  1718.

Her  parents  both  died  the  year  she  was  born  and  she 
was  adopted  and  brought  up  in  Stonington  by  her 
uncle,  George  Denison  and  her  Aunt  Jane. 

Coat  of  Arms: 

Sidelong  close  helmet,  color  steel,  designates  the  dignity  of 
knight.  The  Latin  Scutifer:  He  had  two  to  attend  him  in 
wars,  to  bear  his  helmet  and  shield  before  him  and  who  held 
land  of  him  in  scutage.  Arm,  green  dress.  Chevron,  color 
blue,  denotes  the  founder  of  his  house.  Engrailed  indicating 
blows  of  hail,  indenting  strokes  of  war.  Bezant  gold  color, 
represent  Byzantine  coin,  medal  for  Crusade  service. 
Ogresses,  color  black,  hemispheres  of  iron,  symbolizing  can¬ 
non  shot,  garrison,  or  naval  service.  Ground  of  shell,  gold 
color.  R'bbon,  red  color.  Motto:  “Domus  grata”  (Hos¬ 
pitable  House).

I. — WALTER  PALMER.  Born  1598  in  Nottingham¬ 
shire,  England;  died  November  10,  1661,  in 
Stonington,  Conn.  Buried  in  Wequetequoe 
Cove  cemetery,  half-way  between  Stonington 
and  Westerly.  Married,  June  1,  1632,  in 
Charlestown,  Mass.,  Rebecca  Short. 

Came  to  America  1629  and  settled  at  Salem,  Mass. 
Moved  to  Stonington,  Conn.,  1653.  Signer  of  Article 
of  Association,  June  30,  1658.  Said  to  have  been  six 
feet,  four  inches  in  height  and  weighed  more  than 
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three  hundred  pounds.  Admitted,  as  freeman,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Colony,  May  18,  1631.  Elected  Representa¬ 
tive  to  General  Court  at  Plymouth. 

Three  of  their  children  married  our  ancestors: 

(1)  Grace  Palmer,  born  1608  in  England,  a 
daughter  by  his  first  wife  who  died  in  England  and 
whose  name  is  unknown.  Married,  April  23,  1634,  at 
Charlestown,  Mass.,  Thomas  Minor,  born  April  23, 
1608;  died  October  23,  1690. 

(2)  Nehemiah  Palmer,  born  1637;  died  1717. 
Married,  November  20,  1662,  Hannah  Stanton,  born 
1644;  died  October  17,  1727. 

(3)  Deacon  Gershom  Palmer,  died  September  27, 
1718.  Married,  November  28,  1667,  Ann  Denison, 
born  May  20,  1649;  died  1694. 

II. — NEHEMIAH  PALMER.  Born  November  23, 

1637;  died  February  17,  1717,  at  Stonington. 
Married,  November  20,  1662,  Hannah  Stanton, 
born  1644;  died  October  17,  1727,  at  Stoning¬ 
ton. 

Deputy  to  General  Court  of  Connecticut,  1668,  1691, 
1693,  1694,  1695,  1699,  1700,  1703,  1705,  1707.  Just¬ 
ice  of  the  Peace  for  New  London  County,  1699-1707. 
Member  of  Governor’s  Council,  1703.  Deacon  of 
Stonington  Church  1694. 

III.  — JOSEPH  PALMER.  Born  October  3,  1663. 

Married,  November  12,  1687,  at  Stonington, 
Frances  Prentice,  daughter  of  Thomas  Prentice 
and  Rebecca  Jackson.

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New  London,  Conn.,  where  he  bought  property  in  1665 
and  was  made  Freeman  in  1669. 

IL— CAPTAIN  JAMES  AVERY.  Born  1620  in  Eng¬ 
land;  died  April  18,  1700.  Married,  November 
10,  1643,  in  Gloucester,  Mass.,  Johanna  Greens- 
lade,  born  about  1622;  died  1683. 

Came  to  America  with  his  father  and  settled  at 
Gloucester.  Went  to  New  London  1650.  Built  home 
at  Poquonoc  Bridge,  Groton.  Ensign,  lieutenant  and 
captain  of  New  London  company  and  served  through 
King  Phillip’s  War  in  command  of  forty  Indians  from 
Stonington.  New  London  and  Lyme.  In  1676  he  was 
captain  of  one  of  the  four  companies  which  protected 
the  frontier.  For  twenty-three  years  he  was  an  officer 
of  the  town  and  twelve  times  deputy  to  the  General 
Court.  He  was  prominent  in  church  affairs.  Sat  as 
assistant  judge  in  County  Court.

Born  1594  in  Bos¬ 
ton,  England;  died  June  9,  1667.  Buried  in 
Wicketequock  Creek  Cemetery,  New  London, 
Conn.  Married,  December  6,  1620,  in  Boston, 
England,  Ann  Stevenson,  born  1598  in  England; 
died  August  24,  1673;  daughter  of  Peter  Stev¬ 
enson. 

The  first  white  man  who  made  Stonington  his  home. 
A  gunsmith.  Changed  his  occupation  to  that  of  farm¬ 
ing  and  stock-raising,  in  1649,  when  he  went  to  Ston¬ 
ington.  Came  to  this  country  in  1630  with  John  Win- 
throp  and  settled  in  Boston.  Became  Freeman  in  May, 
1631,  and  took  an  active  part  in  public  affairs.  Con¬ 
stable  of  Boston  1634.  Previous  to  1640  he  moved  to 
Braintree  and  was  elected  deputy  to  Massachusetts 
General  Court.  Moved  soon  afterwards  to  Rehoboth. 
Plymouth  Colony,  where  in  1643  he  was  listed  at  450 
pounds.  Moved  to  Wicketequock  Cove,  1649.  This 
place  was  included  in  township  of  Pequot.  Was  elect¬ 
ed  deputy  to  General  Court  at  Hartford  from  1653  to 
1656.  Was  townsman  until  Southertown  was  annexed 
to  Connecticut  and  was  first  man  elected  deputy  after 
the  reunion  in  1653.  Also  deputy  1655,  1657,  and 
1664.  In  1653  he  was  chosen  Commissioner  to  carry 
the  first  town  list  to  the  General  Court,  the  inhabitants 
having  been  hitherto  free  of  colonial  tax.

1716,  at  Groton,  Conn.  Married,  December  19, 
1670,  Hannah  Culver,  born  April  11,  1651,  at 
Roxbury,  Mass.,  daughter  of  Edward  (died 
1685)  and  Ann  Culver. 

Edward  Culver  lived  at  Dedham  and  later  at  Rox¬ 
bury.  Moved  to  Pequot  in  1653  when  he  purchased 
the  home  lot  of  Robert  Burrows,  given  to  the  latter  by 
the  town  and  established  himself  as  a  baker  and 
brewrer.  In  1664  he  relinquished  this  plot  to  his  son, 
John,  and  moved  to  a  place  near  the  head  of  the 
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Mystic  within  New  London  bounds,  called  by  the 
Indians  Chepados.  During  King  Phillip’s  War  he  was 
a  noted  soldier  and  partisan.  Often  sent  out  with  In¬ 
dian  scouts  to  explore  the  wilderness.  In  1681  he  is 
called  “a  wheelwright  of  Mystic.”

In  1647  he  was  granted 
a  'house  lot  in  New*  London,  his  grant  being  one  of  the 
original  thirty-six.  His  homestead  lay  northwest  of 
Governor  Winthrop’s  on  what  are  now  known 
as  William  and  Main  streets.  In  1654,  he  was  granted 
the  lease  and  monopoly  to  run  a  ferry  over  the  Pequot 
river  for  fifty  years.  He  wTas  to  take  three  pence  for 
every  passenger  for  his  fare,  six  pence  for  every  horse 
or  great  beast  and  three  pence  for  a  calf  or  swine,  and 
to  have  liberty  to  keep  some  provisions  and  strong 

liquors  and  wines  for  the  refreshment  of  passengers.

In  1349  the  General  Court 
appointed  John  Winthrop  with  Thomas  Minor  and 
Samuel  Lothrop  as  assistants  a  court  to  decide  all 
differences  under  the  values  of  forty  shillings  and 
further,  Thomas  Minor  was  appointed  “Military 
Sergeant  in  the  Towne  of  Pequett”  with  power  to  call 
forth  and  train  inhabitants.  In  September,  1650,  he 
and  Jonathan  Brewster  were  the  first  two  deputies 
sent  to  the  General  Court  from  PequetL  Sold  his  home 
in  New  London  October  15,  1652,  to  Thomas  Parke 
and  moved  east  of  the  Mystic  where  he  bought 
Latham’s  Neck.

For  line  of  descent  from  Sigge  or  Odin  (the 
founder  of  Scandinavia,)  see  the  “Owl,”  Vol.  2.  His 
mother,  Katherine  Washington,  was  an  ancestor  of 
President  George  Washington.  In  1638  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  General  Court  of  Connecticut  a  stated 
Indian  interpreter  with  a  salary  of  £10  per  annum.  He 
was  to  attend  courts  upon  all  occasions,  general  and 
particular  courts  and  meetings  of  magistrate’s  courts 
wherever  and  whenever  the  controversy  was  between 
Whites  and  Indians.  His  widow  lived  with  her  son- 
in-law  Noves  after  her  husband’s  death.  His  house  lot

in  New  London  consisted  of  sixty  acres  on  the  bank 
northeast  of  Brewster’s  lot  now  designated  as  Bank 
Street,  north  of  Tiley  and  extending  back  to  Methodist
